In the Fugitive Lnw constitutional 1 
The Court, it will be seen, allowed eonniel 


to gu into tho question whether the ilave-CBtch- 
cr and kidnnpper owned the man whom he had 
brutally assaulted and kidnapped. 


Mr. Shaw wa* in the Court Room, bu*ily at 


tcmlhiff to the interests of the slave-catcher, 
and wblsueriug every now and then to tho U. 
K. Marshal. 


Deputy Marshal Cotton sworn. 
Mr. Watkins then stated that hi* propoiition 


wn* not understood, and objected to Cotton's 
testimony. He read the law, tin follow*:

Thr Court assented to this as law, whipped 


round, niul ruled mil Cotton'* testimony. 


Mr. \Vutklnsthcn began his plea, lie insert- 


ed tliut tho Court had no ri^bt to inquire into 
tho question of thu Fugitive Lnw. Tbo Court 
nMuuteil with a squint thnt ho might inquire *u 
fur A* to determine whether he wu» innocent 
or guilty. 


Mr. Wntkins Insisted that tho inquiry could 


not be gone into, and that it wn* no answer to 
say thnt he might bo re-arrested, for the *anio 
Court might ngain discharge him and it would 
bu nn nltiirtmto arrest ard discharge, and would 
bo tantamount to pronouncing defendant inno 
cent, and nn original trial of tbe case. He de- 
nied thnt either in England or in thi* country, 
this writ wa* ever applied to take a prisoner 
out of tho hands of a Court of competent juris 
diction, by Inquiring into the innocence or guilt 
of the prisoner. If bo wa* arrested for kidnap- 
ping and could show that he wn* acting by au- 
thority of Inw and did not exceed hi* warrant, 
then tho Count might liberate him. But when 
a criminal violation of law i* charged in the 
«arrant for arrest, the Court cannot then 
inquire into the truth or innocence of the 
charge. That the evidence offered wa* attitude 
tho Issue of record, and failed to chow that the 
act sought to be justified wa* identical with the 
otfunce charged in the warrant. That the de- 
fendant was not charged with any act which 
any officer bad the power to do, or the omission 
of any official act, and therefore eridencc josti. 
fying an official act, did not disprove the act 
which wa* charged. That proof of Innocence 
in one thing, did not disprove guilt in another. 


The Judge said that it would not be tolerated 


that the U. 8. Court should tike a prisoner out 
of tho hand* of tbe State Court*. That i* jurt 
what the U. S. Court i* doing. For Garland i* 
not a U. S. Officer, and the Judge is trampling 
on the right of the State by taking Garland out 
of the hand* of the State.

ant that Glover wa* rescued by a mob, that 
when 3000 pertons rote up and acted on what 
wn* *neertngly called the Higher Law, and 
rescued a man, there must be some terrible 
evil impelling them to such an act 


The Judge interrupted hi* remark*. Gen 


Paine answered that he limply replied to the 
imputation placed on the record of this Court. 
He also contended that when Garland WM ar- 
rested, Jie was not in pursuit of a fugitive, and 
was not in the act of serving process. 


As Mr. Arnold ro*e to reply, Judge Miller 


wished to make explanation, and wanted time 
to write it out, so that he might not be miiiun- 
derstooil. He thought no person of intelligence 
could misunderstand him. He went into along 
explanation, all the while seeming to think he 
wa* trying a fugitive slave ease. 


He talked about a mob breaking jail, which 


had nothing to do with the case, according to 
his own decision. He went on to decide sub- 
stantially that Garland should be discharged. 


This decision strike* down all State authori- 


ty against human kidnappers, and after they 
have begun to hunt down human victims, there 
is no power in the State to protect ite citixecs 
against any outrage the Slave hunter* may see 
fit to inflict. 


The Judge then decided Garland should be 


discharged a* aoon a* tho Sheriff arrived from 
Racloe. 


ATK08IOIV. 


Judge Miller ha* decided that any Blare 


claimant, with or without warrant, can knock 
down and abuse hi* alleged slave, or commit 
any crime he pleases, and the State Court* can- 
not reach him until he ha* got his slave homo 
—hi* slave being a licensing angel, authorizing 
him to play the devil with impunity—and thnt 
vthen once the U. S. Courts get possession of a 
man, no writ of Habeas Corpus from a State 
Court; can reach him. 


So the fact that a man i* a Slave-Catcher 


place* him above the State sovereignty, State 
Courts, and State laws, as long a* he continue* 
in the vocation of slave-catching. "When ho 
gets back into a Slave State, our Courts may 
try him, if they can. 


Thi* I* the most damnable decision ever ut- 


tered by any Court in nny civilized country. It 
strikes down the right* of every free citixen of 
Wisconsin. Thf Slave-catcher, under this de- 
cision, may pounce upon me, and Judge Miller 
will protect him tgaimt the whole force of the 
State, in using any amount of violence till he has 
reduced me to Slaverv 
Slave-catching i* the 


only dhinity, Slavery ]« the only Supreme law. 
The code of Draco i* re-enacted, and the Jef- 
freys of the 19th century put to blush the Jef- 
freys of hiitory.

Uafiled by a woman, the kidnapping gentry 


planned a scheme to entrap Glover. They got 
hold of a miserable colored man, named Tur- 
ner, liquored him up, supplied him with liqnor 
nnd cards, and sent him up to got Glover drunk, 
and be on band to open the door whea the/ 
came at nigbt to take him. 


Tumor did at requeated t get Glover l»to tho 


house of a eolored neighbor; but Glover inurk 
sparingly. About 8 o'clock In the evening. Dep- 
uty Carney, and Holton, of Racine; the slave- 
catcher and hi* eonfrlrt. Marshal Cotton, of1 


this City, knocked at the door. The owner 
say," Don* let u* epen the door till we knew 
who they are." But Turner, the traitor, 
cording to promise, rota and opened the door, 
and they all rushed In, aad Deputy Carney, with 
a strong club, *truck Glover oa hi* head, a* he 
wa* ilttlnf to hi* chair, and felled hint a» thto 
Ivor.

rung, and volunteer* started in pumlt, aot as 
he waa supposed to be taken toward IQlaoIs, 
they confined their search chiefly to the West 
and South. They also telegraphed to Kenosha, 
and parties from that city were out all night In 
search of tho kidnappers. And not till we tel- 
egraphed them that he was in oar jail, did they 
know where he had been taken. About 12 o'-

Great IflreUa* at Baelae! 


RACINE; March llth.—At the ringing of the 


Court Home bell this morning, the largest 
meeting of citizens ever held here wns conven- 
ed, without distinction of party, and the follow- 
ing resolutions were adopted: 


(fAf.reai, 
n colored man, by the name of 


JOSHUA GLOVER, was kidnapped four miles 
from our city, list night, about 8 o'clock, who 
wan, at the time of his, arrest, at work for oae 
of our citizens, and was also a faithral laborer 
and honent man— 


Jtesoherl, That we look upon the arrest of 


sniil GLOV KR as an outrage upon the peaceful 
rights of this community; it having been made 
without tlu> exhibition of any paper*, by first 
clandestinely knocking him down with a heavy 
club, and then gagging and binding him, by 
brute force, and carrying him off. 


Resolved, That we, as citizens of Racine, de- 


mand, for Hnid GLOVEH, a fair nnd impartial 
jury trittl in this, the county whore he has been 
arrested, and thnt we will attend, in person, 
and aid him by all honorable means to secure 
his unconditional release, adopting, as our mot- 
to, the GOLDEN RULE. 


We indued two extras, one giving all the in- 


formation in our possession before the reception 
of this digpatch, and one immediately after.— 
We also telegraphed to Racine the progress of 
events, as they occurred. 


Our office was thronged with men of all par- 


ti os, proffering help, and asking what could be 
done to cave GlfJv n from the clutches of the kid- 
nappers. Tho slave-catcher also, during the fore- 
noon, flourished his weapons, and boasted of the 
fo-rrlble things ho would do, if an attempt was 
«iud« at n reaeae. In the meantime, Sheriff 
Page, on whom the writ of Habeas Corpus had 
been served, made no return, and, it was un- 
durstood, that he claimed that Glover wa* not 
In his, but iu Marshal Cotton's custody. 


It was also understood, that without nny re- 


gard to the Writ of Habeas Corpus, Glover waa 
tu bo taken before Judge Miller for examina- 
tion. In theto circumstances, at one o'clock, 
it win decided, on consultation, to call a public 
uiouthig, by hand-bills and the ringing of bells, 
at tho Court HOURO square At 2 o'clock. We 
commenced putting a hand-bill in type, but tho 
time being short, we resolved to trust to good 
lungs and vocal apparatus and such means of 
locomotion as we could command, to call the 
people together. 


At 20 minutes before 2 o'clock, we mounted 


on horaebuck, and rode up Spring, West Water 
and Third Streets, to tho foot of the hill; 
crossed tho liver; rode down East Water St. 
to thu Fifth Wnrd, nnd back through Mnin and 
Milwaukee Streets—calling on all Free Citi- 
zens, who ware not willing to be made slaves 
or slave-catchers, to meet at the Court-House 
Square at two o'clock. By the time we got 
to the Court-Home, the people were there, or 
wore coming by thousands from all quarters. 
It took u* ju»t twenty minutes to give general 
notice.

At half-past 2 o'clock, the vast assemblage 


was called to order from the Court House steps, 
by Geu. Paine, who nominated Gen. E. B. \Yol- 
cott as President of the meeting, and be was 
elected by acclamation. A. H. Bielflcld wai in 
like manner chosen Secretary. 


A Committee of one from each Ward, con- 


H'nting of Gan. JAS. H. PAINE, WM. WHIT- 
SAI.L, JOHN FUKLONO, S. M. BOOTH, and Dr. 
E. WUNDEHLY, were appointed to present res- 
olutions. 


While the Committee was in consultation, 


Byron Paine was loudly called for, who spoke 
with great force and pertinency, maintain- 
ing the uneonstltutionality of the Fugitive Slave 
Law, inasmuch as it denied the Writ of Habe- 
as Corpus and the right of trial by jury, which 
were sacredly guarantied to us by the Consti- 
tution (if the United States, and of this State. 


We then addressed the meeting, giving a his- 


tory of the CBHO BH far as we had become ac- 
quainted with it up to that time, and then re- 
ported the following preamble and resolutions: 


W\trr,at, a man named Joshoa Glover, living 


in the neighborhood of Racine, had his house 
broken into, a pistol presented at hi* bead, waa 
knocked down and badly cnt and bruised, by 
Deputy Marshal Charles C. Cotton and Bonj. 
S. Garlem, his pretended owner, before any 
legal procea* WHS served upon him, waa fettered 
and brought by night tothts city, and incarcera- 
ted in o4r county jail; and 


Whereas, a Writ of Habeas Corpu* ha* been 


Issued by Judge Jenkins to Sheriff Page and 
Deputy Marshal Cotton, commanding them, in 
the name of the State, to bring the prisoner be- 
fore him, and 'show cause why tie prisoner 
should not bo rwlewed, which Writ has not yet 
been obeyed: therefore, 


KtsoinJ, M olti>em of Milwaukee, that even 


person has an Indefeasible right to a fair and 
impartial trial by jury on all questions Involving 
personal liberty'. 


Roolrtd, That the Writ ef Habeas Corpus I* 


tho great defeme of Freedom, and that wo de- 
mand for thi* prisoner, a* well aa for our own 
protection, tbatt this Sacred Writ shall be 
obeyed. 


Rttotvtd, That we pledge onrsehes to stand 


by this prisoner, aad do our atme*£ to *emre 
for him a fidr ana impartial Trial by Jury. 


We have sine* learaed ikat oar lalanaatta* 


respecting Marshal Cotton wa* aot vtrictry ac- 
curate—that It wa* Ifaaihal Carney'* aad aot 
Marshal Cotton'* baad that wteMed the elub 
that knocked down Qtorer, and that Mr. Cottotf 
wa* simply aiding and abetting the deed.

God. Paine wa* then Jtactty caDed for, and 


made a strong and powerful speech, warning 
the people that the time had BOW come fur re- 
sistance to the further encroachment* of the 
Slave Power-that that power was nowaeeking to 
cover Nebraska—a territory more than tmtte 
times as large as Wisfoniin—with the curse of 
Human Slavery, and exclude from it free labdr 
and free institutions—that it enacted Fugitive 
Slave Laws to extend Slavery over the free soil 
of Wisconsin, nnd that here the issue was made 
between the SlavePower and the People of Wis- 
consin. He warned them not to tract to the 
Federal Court* nor to Federal officers for pro- 
tection to liberty, for they were the instruments 
and tools of the Slave Power, but exhorted 
them to trust to their State Courts, to their own 
strong hearts and their own strong bauds fur 
protection, 


We then addressed tho meeting briefly. It 


was not merely for the sake of the imprisoned 
Glover, within tittae walls, that thi* vast assem- 
blage hat met} for he is comparatively insig- 
nificant, and, until to-day, his very existence 
wa* unknown to us. But his casi> assumes a 
momentous significance; because, in the issue 
now presented, around his person are gathered, 
and in his ease are involved, the rights and lib- 
erties of all the people of Wisconsin. The 
great Writ of Habeaa Corpus, old as English 
Freedom and sacred as our American liberties, 
is to be upheld or stricken down in the person 
of this imprisoned negro. It is the first time in 
our history that the issue has been practically 
made on our true soil, whether1 this greatest de- 
fense of Freedom shall be maintained or de- 
stroyed. 


If the writ of Habeas Corpus may be tramp- 


led down in the person of Glover, it may be In 
tho persons of us all. Germans, Irishmen, 
Americans, all, no mutter what our birth or 
condition, maybe dragged into Slavery at the 
beck of a Federal Judge or U. S. Commission- 
er, on the oath of any scoundrel who chooses to 
swear that we owe service to a Slaveholder. 


If we triumph now, the soil of Wisconsin is 


free, and liberty ia secured for ourselves and 
our posterity. If we fail now, and the Slave 
Power triumphs over us, our rights and liber- 
ties are gone, it may be, forever. 


The Resolutions were then put by the Chair 


and adopted by acclamation. 


A Vigilance Committee of twenty-five, with 


power to add to their number, and to call a 
meeting by the ringing of the bells, waa ap- 
pointed, as follows:

A committee of two was also appointed to 


wait upon Sheriff Page, to ascertain whether he 
intends to obey the wtit t>f habeas corpus, Issued 
by Judge Jenkins. 


There were five thousand people In fettend- 


ance, and the heart and voice of the multitude 
wore as tho heart nnd voice of one man. 


We have before stated, thnt, on application 


R writ of Habeas Corpus wns issued at 11 A 
M., and served on Herman L. Page, Sheriff. A 
about 3 P. M., the Sheriff made return tha 
ho had not the said Joshua Glover in his custo 
dy, power, or restraint; that said Glover ia in 
the County Jail of Milwaukee County, under 
the direct charge and custody of the Unite. 
State* Marshal for the State of Wisconsin, an 
hold by virtue of a warrant, a copy of which 
he annexed to tho return, and that he ooul 
not therefore have the body of said Glover be- 
fore the Judge as commanded. 


It appear* by section 33 of chapter 163 o 


our Revised Statutes, page 738, that " all Sher- 
iffs, Jailors, prison-keepers, and their nnd each 
of their deputies, within this State, to whom 
any person or persona shall be sent or commit- 
ted, by virtue of legal process issued by or un- 
der the authority of the United State*, shall be 
and are .thereby enjoined and required to re 
ceivo such persons into custody and keep them 
safely antil they be discharged by duo course 
of the lawa of the U. S.," etc!. 


(We trust that this section will be at once 


repealed. It I* unuaual, and put* all our offl 
cars and jail* under the control of the U. 8 
Government. Let petitions be cent up to the 
Legislature at once, for It* immediate repeal. 


The counsel for the fugitive then applied tor 


and obtained a Writ of Habeas Corpus direct- 
ed to the United States Marshal, and pending 
the return to which, the alleged fugitive wai 
liberated by the people in their sovereign ca- 
pacity—on the writ of Vox Popull. 


A committee waited on Judge Miller, to 


know what he would do in this) oaae, and he 
answered, that the prisoner should remain in 
Jail, in custody of the Marshal, till Monday, 
10 o'clock A. M., when he should be brought 
before him and have a fair hearing. He hat 
previoualy denied tile authority of Hie State 
Cmrta to issue a writ of Habea* Corpa* to take 
a prisoner ont of the hand* of United State* 
officer*, and tht* decision wai la aoeardaaee 
with it

—that they would resign their posts before 
they wqald do it. But tro advised the people 
not to violate the law. 


It wa* then announced that the Racine dele 


gation and the Vigilance- Committee would 
meet at the AHEBICAN HOVSE to comelt a* to 
the proper course to be pursued. As we were 
leaving, a rush waa made for the jail. A man 
quickly kicked in the onter door. Pickaxes 
broke through the wall by the side of the guard 
door, lined with iron and rtrongly bolted, the 
casing* were removed and the door taken out 
—the cell door wits soon opened, and In about 
fifteen minute* the prisoner was brought out 
amid great cheering, placed in a two horse bug- 
gy, and taken to Walker's Point bridge in doub- 
le quick time—tb.e*crowdB tn the street* from 
the Court Houue to the Bridge cheering him. 


At the bridge, Glover left this buggy and took 


another, and soon disappeared. He did not 
reach Racine Saturday even'g, a* was expected, 
the thaw having affected the Underground Kail- 
road go that the locomotive bad to take anew 
track. Racine was all excitement yesterday ,aml 
the mil Jtary were under arm*. We telegraphed 
them at 1 o'clock P. M. yesterday that there 
was no mistake about the life and health of 
Glover, and th«t 
. Well, he was 


delivered at Racine at sunrise this tnorning, 
amid great rejoicings. 


A warrant wns served by Sheriff Morrison 


on the Slave-Catcher, for an assault and bat 
tery on Glover, and one would have been serv- 
ed on Marshal Cotton, could he have bean 
found. Judge Miller issued a writ of Habca 
Corpus on the Sheriff iu behalf of the Slave 
Catcher—i,he vrrit of Habeas Corpus Is foi 
slaveholders, not for Freemen, don't, you sue 
—the final hearing of which waa adjourned to 
10 o'clock this morning. 


Jmitgf Ittlller'B IlsifcMi* Cerjutm, 


Judge Miller issued a Habeas Corpus', in the 


evening, directed to the Under Sheriff of Ra 
cine county, commanding him to bring up thi 
claimant, Garlem, and show cause why he 
should not be released. The hearing is to tak 
place to-day, at 10 o'clock. We shall now see 
whether the Judge will adhere to the doctrin 
he put forth in his charge to the Grn^J Jury 
not long aince. Ho then eonteudcd that nuith 
er did the State Courts have a right to interfere 
with persons held in custody by U. S. process 
nor did the U* 8. Court* have a right to inter- 
fere with those held on State process. The 
reason was, that it would produce a clash of ju- 
risdictions. We shall now see if he will saber, 
to this doctrine; or whether it makes aa much 
difference whose ox is gored n* it did formerly 
It is a poor rule that won't work both ways 
and it will look bad—very bad and very danger 
ous—to see thu Judge instruct n U. 8. officer to 
refuse to obey a writ of Habeas Corpu* Issued 
by a State Court, and then immediately issue 
one himself, and discharge a prisoner held by 
State process for a * iolatiou of State law*. 


Incidents. 


There were many Interesting Incidents con- 


nected with Saturday's proceedings. The Ger- 
mans and the Irish, to a man, so far a* w« have 
heard, were enthusiastic for Glover's freedom. 


The Military refused to arm. fur the slave- 


catcher; and Jennings, O'Brien, McMOilman 
and others, refused to call out the Military 
Companies, unless every form and requirement 
of law were strictly complied with. 
They 


wield no arms in the defense of Slavery. All 
honor to them, and to the noble-hearted free- 
men who spurn the service of Slavery! 


It is reported that Sheriff Page, whsn asked 


why he did not defend the jail, and prevent 
Glover from being carried off, replied that Glov- 
er was in Cotton's custody, and he must take 
care of him. 


We called, in company of some of our Rn- 


cino frieudi, at Arnold & Hamilton's office, 
where the Slave-Catcher wa* under arrest, to 
ascertain when his trial was coming off, and 
Mr. Hamilton came out, took u* aside, aad told 
us, as a matter of fearful;import, that we had 
better get our friend* away, for if they came 
Into his office, they would get hart. We assured 
him that there waa not the least danger. This 
*amo lawyer went to Capr. Gardiner, after the 
rescue, to borrow twelve revolvers, and told 
him to charge the damage to tho firm. But 
Capt. Gardiner kept revolvers to sell, not to 
hud, and as they were rather expensive, Mr. 
H. made no purchase, But if Mr. Hamilton 
knew what the Captain said of him, when be 
learned the use that he wished to make of such 
weapon*, he would sot feel greatly flattered. 
The fact la, arm* could neither be bought nor 
borrowed for Slavery'* service. 


On-Saturday night, some twenty or thirty 


persons proposed—*o said our informant—to 
take our type and preaw* and throw them into 
the river, for the part we took in the prooa«d» 
iags of that day. A lawyer—we need not name 
him; though we know bin, and nan prove our 
statement by a competent wit DOSS—said he 
would give Five Hundred Dollar* to hare as 
arrested and cent to the Penitentiary for what 
we did Saturday. Keep quiet gentlemen! 
You'll wait a while, doubtless. 


We know there are people here waa would 


not scruple to destroy oar property or take our 
life, could they do it with infinity. Wekn«w 
whothey are, too, and we fear them not. Ban 
and kill, poor oreatare*, if yoa ehoo*e—we aw 
ready far ye*.
